Jt was further pointed out that 
as part.of this public thoroughfare 
was within city limits, shops and 
houses that would be built abutting 
on this road should pay taxes for 
the construction of this highway. 
For this reason, the Municipality 
was requested to refund $37,700 
which has already been spent on 
that project and this: will be used 
for the construction of another 
highway linking up Nam Hoi, Poon 
Yu, and Far Yuen. districts.—

Mr. R, A. Griffith, the Merthyr 
Stipendiary Magistrate, gave judg-

The policy, he said, purported to 
secure a certain sum payable at the 
expiration of a fixed period, “but 
the company had reckoned on the 
possibilily-of the insured “person 
dying before the end:of the period, 
and in order, no doubt, not to dis- 
courage business, thev had: inserted 
n clause providing for the repay- 
ment of 90 per cent. of the contri- 
butions at death, 

It wag contended on behalf of the 
defence, he said, that this was 
subsidiary to'the main purpose of 
the policy, that there was no con- 
tract of assurance, and that the re- 

ayment of premiuma was o mere 
La of grace on the part of the 
society. ‘
